The Marchand EiiDa;zzi,EMicNT»i.— Tho 
whnlo town was yeoierday engaged in 
discussing the merits oi the/. JMai-qhand em- 
bezzietnciit case. New yjotims turned up on 
■ Bvery street-corner, and; t^he total; aincu of 
the fraud will not fiilifar short of $lb,dOid.' 
Messrs. Sporborg & Goldstoneoffera reward 
of SlOO'for informntion which may lead to 
the ruuawny's arrest. Numerous srories of 
the plans employed by tlio runaway to 
wiirm inlo the confidence of small money 
holders and obtain iiccoinmodatioii, are luld. 
His most favorite plan seemn to have been 
adopted within the last three days of hi* 
presence ainony ns. He wnold take a bar 
of gold which he had just assayed for *ome 
party, and run appnrently breathless into 
the odii-B of a neighboring buainesa man 
and ask for a loan in coin on the bar. If the 
coin were obtainable, he would leave the 
bar as security of re-payment, but return 
in a few moments and tell the lender that 
bejliad forgotten to marit'lhe bar, and ask for 
i» for;a fevf A»otnonl». lu two inslanceit ho 
•was entirely aucoessful, and it is neeiile!>» 
to say the bar was never seen again. One 
gentleman, to whom he applied on Wednes- 
day last for SIOOO, asked hirn what he *vant- 
ed to do with it ? " To buy cold bare," miys 
Marchand, " / can make live per cent, on 
the money within an hour if I had it. Give 
me the money and we'll go halves." " All 
right " replied the ;;entlcnian, "bring along 
the bats, defiosit them in ir'y safe, allow mo 
two and a half per cent., and I'll furnish you 
with all the coin you ' want." "I'll do it," 
•ays Marchand as he withdrew; but ho 
neither brought the bars nor called again. 
Some five months ago a miner made com- 
pUintatthe Police office that a small am.iuni 
of dust which he had had assayed at iVL^r- 
ehand's had fallen short over three ounces. 
An officer was di.spalched to ihi) odi,;e with 
the miner, and Marchand, iit the first sight 
of the bra«< bnltons, \vo.<ke.iecl mid piiid 
over the ntiiount before it was asked for. 
This lillle incident wa-i never iii.nle pnblic, 
beni^ at ttu lima attribuli'd to an error. It j 
is Kupp isi-d itiat the culprit ha» been behind- 
hand ill his iicconnts for more than a ytar 
past, and that ho ha* been "robbing Peter 
t ) pay Paol " during all tint lime. Th*l 
IS, he would absti-n6t frain mo lot of da»t or 
money to make up a defipiency in another 
lot, and so on u .ttl be Lechme so heavily 
involved that concealment was no longer 
possible, when he look fliglit. The itewme- 
ment occurred in this wise : On S^iurday a 
gentleman from whom Marcliand li.id bor 
rowed 8)00 called, agreeablr to promise, 
iuid requested hia mimey. .Marchand told 
liini to call a-^.nn in an hour or two. He 
did so several li'iies, and was a;.'ain aiol again 
put off with plaiisiljle stuties until about 
tliree o'clock, wtieii lie [ilainly told .Mar- 
cliaiid lliut lie would follow him like n 
hh:id .w iiiiiil the STiOO was forthcoming. 
'I'tirt scamp invited the gentleman to accom- 
p.tny him to the store jf a friend on Langley 
street, "Where," said he, " 1 can obtain the 
money.*' They prooeeditd thither together 
and Marchand pasaed Ihroagh the ilore and 
out of the back -door, and, loaliDg ■ fence, 
waa off before' he waa fkirly missed. At six 
o'olook on, the aame evening Marchand 
passed Heniey'a M Clover Point, about one 
mils and a half from town, from whence 
ho i* thought by some to hare taken a canoe 
after daik for the American tide.
